In the communication filed 30 June 2006, applicants' argue that their claimed invention is not anticipated by Quelle et al. reference of 
record. However, applicants' declaration discussed in said communication demonstrates that "the claimed erythropoietin "has an in-vivo 
activity, and that the activity described therein, namely the activity of at least 200,000 U/mg or at least 500,000 U/mg was obtained during 
in-vitro testing". The Quelle et al. reference of record teaches a similar product prepared in the similar manner as claimed and having the 
same range of activity (i.e., 200,000 U/mg to 500,000 U/mg) determined in vitro and a little activity, if any in vivo. Thus, the prior art 
reference of record clearly anticipates the claimed invention.
